DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . Applicant's reply filed on 9/15/2009 is acknowledged. Current pending claims are 1-2, 4- 
10, 20, 23, 25-27, and 29. Claims 20, 23, 25, and 27 have been amended. Claims 3, 1 1-19, 21- 
22, 24, and 28 are cancelled. Claim 29 is new. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's amendment's filed on 9/15/2009 are acknowledged. The previous rejection 
of claims 1-2, 4, 6-9, 12-13, 15, 19-21, and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable by 
Langwaldt (EP Patent Publication EP0687439) in view of EUingson et al. (US Patent No. 
4510777); the rejection of claims 10, 18, and 26-27 under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being 
unpatentable by Langwaldt (EP Patent Publication EP0687439) in view of EUingson et al. (US 
Patent No. 4510777) in view of Spong et al. (US Patent No. 681 1236); and the rejection of 
claims 5 and 24-25 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Langwaldt (EP Patent 
Publication EP0687439) in view of EUingson et al. (US Patent No. 4510777) in view of Burnett 
(US Patent No. 6295004) are withdrawn in view of an Examiner's Amendment which has placed 
the application in condition for allowance. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 20, 23, and 25-27. 

Add New claim 30 which reads "30. (new) The dishwasher of claim 1 wherein the force 
sensor senses a force resisting closure of the door as the door is being automatically closed to 
cause the electric actuator to move the door away from the seal position toward the open 
position." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2,4-10, and 29-30 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Langwaldt 
(EP0687439A 1 ) does not teach or suggest a force sensor which senses a force caused by an 
obstruction to resist closure of the door in combination with the other claimed features.
